He succeeded 
in getting his two daughters on the bot- 
tom of the boat and was getting his 
wife when the twa girls became scared 
and slipped off the boat and went to 
tlieir parents, aud together the four 
perished. 


Hudson, who was sailing the boat, got 
the two Hall girls on the bottom of the 
bout and was trying to save Miss 
Stevens, when they slipped off and were 
drowned before he could get to them. 
Two other young ladies who were in the 
boat were rescued by a fisherman, who 
put off from the shore as the boat cap- 
sized. Mr. Storr was found shortly 
after his family and Miss Stevens body 
was found yesterday by h«nii»jg aaeine. 
Large parties were searching for the 
bodies of the other two. 


The Storrs family resided at 418 Lan- 


caster avenue, Philadelphia. Mr Storrs 
was married m this neighborhood, and 
yearly he brought his family down for 
a two weeks' outing. They were very 
fond of aquatic sports, and spent most 
their time boating and fishing, 


Hudsoa, the skipper, protested to Mr. 
Storrs against the party crowding into 
his small boat, which could only carry 
comfortably four persons. Storrs an- 
swered: "Oh, there is no danger; the 
water is shallow; we are too close and 
the wind is light." 


The bodies when recovered by the 
searching parties presented a horrible 
sight, particularly that of Mrs. Storrs. 
Crabs had eaten the flesh from her face, 
exposed her teeth and eren the roots of 
her tongue. The ends of the fingers of 
all had been eaten away and their eyes 
had disappeared. Before entering the 
boat Mrs. Storrs took her husband's gold 
watch, over $100 in money and their 
rings and other valuables and tied them 
in her apron. She was tightly clutch- 
inj the bundle in death.

This 
ttttu» haa resulted iu the transformation 
of many a good pacer into a mediocre 
trotter, no credit to breeder or breed. 
Secretaries whose programmes are ar- 
ranged as stated will reply that there 
are not enough pacing colts to fill prop- 
erly separate stakes for the ages named. 
And right there is the rub. Managers 
of trotting associations are all too prone 
to require nominators to compete for 
their own money. If they will open 
guaranteed purses for pacers 1, 2 or 8 
years old aud not expect that the nomi- 
nators will contribute the entire amount 
of the purse, it will be but a short time 
until such events All as well as those for 
trotters of tho *>anic ages. Give the colt 
that paces uu equal show with the colt 
that trots. — Breeder's Gazette.

The apparent impossibility of trans- 


mitting printed characters 500 or 1,000 
miles over a single wire at once presents 
itself to tho mind, and it is overcome ia 
tliis system, it is asserted, Hi a very 
simple way. Each letter of the alphabet 
18 repro-iOiited by a certain number of 
impulses, which revolve the type wheel 
to Uie required position, when the let- 
ters aro struck by the local mallet- 


Fourteen impulses represent the en- 


tire ulphnljet, making a complete revolu- 
tion of the typo \\ heel, which may be 
turned 200 revolutions per minute, thus 
securing very rapid printing. Its advan- 
tage also is that of absolute secieej as a 
means of communication. The advan- 
tage of the printing telegraph for tho 
transmission of news to the newspaper 
offices is unquestionably a subject com- 
maudiug attention on the part of pro- 
gressive proprietors.—Paper and Prows.

WATER POWER.

The (Standard American method of 


utilizing a 1-iw amount of w»t«r power 


hitherto IM-*JI to distribute the vra- 


er to the several consumers or mill 
iwuers by means of a system of head 
races, so called, with facilities for its 
liflchargeat a lower level, to be utilized 
a* the owner or lessee MI\V fit, and gen- 
erally on his own premises. This led to 
oug head canals and to insignificant 
ail races, whereas the Niagara plant con- 
sists of a common tail r.we, a mile and a 
»alf long, with comparatively insignifi- 
cant head r;uv.s. The old time water 
»ower eoiajia'iy -"Id or leased the right 
o draw a definite quantity of water at 
Lelhied tnn<v-, vMth the privilege of dis- 


it at a lower le\el, aud the 


mill owuer did the lebt, whereas at 


Falls the right is leased to dis- 


charge a definite quantity of water into 
he tail race tunnel, with the privilege of 
drawing thi.s quantity from the head 
canal, or from the river. But over and 
above this the product — power — n»uy be 
contracted for at Niagara Falls, deliv- 
ired on the s.haft. 


To create a large group of mill site* 


of the older sort there was necessary, in 
he first iH.staiiee, a large, coutiunous 


of laud, properly located for the 


inrpose. If this could not be bought up 
secretly, aud iu lurjjo blocks, the whole 
water power enterprise would fail to 
come to fruition. In Europe, however, 
several such enterprises came into being 
n spite of the inability of the projectors 
to primarily bny tracts of land such as 
.la^ e beeu debci ibed. This was done by 
establishing central power stations near 
the dam, or head canal, and then trans- 
mitting the power produced, instead of 
the water to produce it, to the consn- 
mers or mill owners. Dp to within, say, 
five years, this had always been accom- 
plished by menus of wire rope trans- 
missions of po\\er, and it is easy to see 
;hat the invention of tbe electrical trans- 
mission of power would give this form 
of the utilization of a large water pow- 
er a great impetus. Many such plants 
are therefore already in existence, many 
are building, but an* oug them all no 
one is probably so celebrated aud is at- 
tracting the attention of all intelligent 
men as this at Niagara Falls. — Cabsier'u 
Magazine.

plying, tlie floor may bo made by draw- 
ing the soil from tho center of the silo 
up to and pounding down against the 
side walls until the floor is in the fonu 
of a kettle. If well pounded dowi and 
dampened in the ojienitiou, it makes 
one of the best of floors. The double 
bourdod silo, with a clay floor, is the 
equal of any silo made for the proper 
keeping of silage. Two kilos of this kind 
built eight years ago are still in perfect 
condition. They hold almost 200 tous of 
silago and did not cost f luO. They fill 
•ill tho rtquirfjuents of a cheap and yet 
durable silo. 
By double boarding the 


walls with tar—rod j«iper between—aud 
by having a olay floor much lower in 
tho center tho walls are absolutely air- 
proof. The foregoing is from tho pen of 
an Ohio correspondent of The American 
Agric.iltnrisf.
